citizen who is present here—be said: “ — 
every ane that comes from England but the 
coal. 

Now, my beloved countrymen, I was in uced 
as an Irish-American. There are some of my fel- 
low-countrymen who labor under a base illusion 
in regard to their duties as American citizens. 
They come down here loaded with what I term 
political superstition. They suppose the Demo- 
cratic party has been their guide and’ savior and 
friend in this country. They have been taught 
that free trade is the panacea for all their 
ills. aang themselves are the victims for that 
system. You will pardon me for historical refer- 
ences. It does not harm anybody to hear history. 
When the act of union between Great Britain 
and Ireland was passed in 1800 and went into 
eifect in 1801 the sixth article of the treaty made 
it obligatory on Ireland to abolish their embargo 
on English imports. These embargoes were abol- 
ished.

Judge Burnell Holds Bequests for Some 
Church Services IIlegal. 

Osunxosn, Wis., Dec, 15.—[Special.]—Judge 
Burneil made an important ruling in a will 
case today. Itis entitied James McHugh et 
al. vs. Patrick McCole and is described as fol- 
lows: Owen McHugh, an old resident of 
Calumet County, died some time ago leaving 
a large estate, which, it is alleged by his 
children, was accumulated partly by their aid 
and good management. McHugh was a Cath- 
olic in belief but not an active man in the 
church. Just before his death he made be- 
quests of his entire estate of $5,000, with the 


exception of $1,000 to one daughter and | 


$600 to another, to the Bishop of Green Bay. 
to be used for masses and in carrying out 
other forms of the church. After the will 
was filed the children of the deceased filed a 
contest, alleging undue influence. Judge Bur- 
nell held that the bequest was void because it 
was nota gift but estabiished a trust; that 
such trust was too indefinite and uncertain 
for any court to enforce, and there was no 
ascertainable beneficiary, In this direction 
the court said: 

Ifit had beena gift to the Bishop, coupled 
with a “ request” that he use it in saying the 
masses, ho one would have questioned its validity, 
but when the testator ‘undertook to create a trust, 
which the courts might be called on to enforce, 
then it must comply with the statutes and rules 
of law in order to be valid. However, some 
moneys pass tothe Bishop under the residuary 
bequest of the will for the general purposes of 
the church, and this latter bequest is valid. 

There was also a bequest of $300 to the 
Protestant Episcopal Diels of Fond du Lac, 
which wiil be permitted to stand on the same 
grounds. 


DE FRANCE’S BAIL REMAINS $15,000. 


Michigan Supreme Court Declines to Cut 
It Down—Speedy Trial Expected. 

LansinG, Mich., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
Stonewall J. De France, the alleged forger, 
who is wanted in several States, was before 
the Supreme Court today on a writ of habeas 
corpus, his complaint being that the $15,00C 
bail in which he is held at Kalamazoo is ex- 
cessive under the Constitution. After hearing 
the case the court remanded him to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff and he was taken back to 
Kalamazoo to await his trial, which, in view 
of today’s failure, will take place prebably at 
once.

the county jail Stonewall J. De France, the 
alleged forger, appears downcast and blue. 
His attorneys say that regardless of the 
amount of bail De France has no desire to 
leave the State. As he is wanted in Chicago 
and Minneapolis and as the Chicago officers 
who are watching him will doubtless get him 
if he set foot outside the State, this is pre- 
sumably correct. It is understood that Gov. 
Altgeld of Illinois has made a requisition for 
him, and De France’s bail would not protect 
him from this outside Michigan.

ARIZONA STATEHOOD BILL PASSED. 


The New Mexico Bill Then Comes Up, but 
Is Antagonized by Oklahoma, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 15.—In the House 
today Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.) offered a resolu- 
tion that Saturday, Jan. 20, 1894,-be set 
aside for the purpose of eulogizing the late 
Leland Stanford, a Senator from California, 
and it was adopted. Mr. W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge (Dem., Ky.) reported the urgent defi- 
ciency bill, and gave notice that he would call 
it up tomorrow, 

Mr. Pendleton (Dem., W. Va.) called up the 
McGarrahan bill, but during the discussion 
the morning hour expired and the bill was 
agin laid at rest for the time being. 

The Hduse took up the bill for the admis- 
sion of Arizona, and Mr. Wheeler (Dem., 
Aia.), Chairman of the Committee on Ter- 
ritorities, moved that the House go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole for its consideration.

On the final passage of the bill 
Mr. Everett (Dem., Mass.) demanded the yeas 
and nays, which resulted in the passage of the 
bill by a vote of: Yeas, 185; nays, 61. 

As soon as the Arizona Statehood bill had 
passed the House Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) 
moved that the House go into Committee of 
the Whole to consider the bill for the admis- 
sion ef New Mexico to the Union and the bill 
was read. Mr. Wheeler moved that the com- 
mittee rise and report it to the House. The 
Republicans objected to this railroading 
process and demanded that the bill be read by 
sections. Mr. Pence (Pop., Colo.) said he 
was in favor of admitting New Mexico, as he 
had already voted for the admission of Utah 
and Arizona, but he thought Oklahoma should 
also be admitted.

Wasntxdrox, D. C., Dec. 15.——[Special.]—

ington for two or three days. Foster's friends 
have been glad to learn that he is getting on 
his feet again.

INHERITANCE TAX MEETS PAVOR. 


Hill's Plan Virtually Approved by the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. 

Wasutnoeton, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special. ]— 
An inheritance tax, following more or less 
closely the plan proposed by Senator Hill, 
will be included in the internal revenue 
scheme of the Committee on Ways and Means. 
This has been practically determined upon 
by the majority of the committee. Mr. Me- 
Miilan, Chairman of the Subcommittee of the 
Internal Revenue, said today his committee 
had reported in favor of such a tax, and he 
believed the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee were favorably disposed toward it and 
would adopt it. Opponents of an income tax 
welcome it as an avenue of escape from the 
inquisitorial form of taxation, and advocates 
of a tax on incomes are willing to accept it, 
but will contend for ap income tax in connec- 
tion with it. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
today agreed on the urgent deficiency appro- 
priation bill. The measure is intended to 
provide for further urgent deficiencies in the 
appropriations for the fiscal year 1894, and 
carries an appropriation of.$1,651.896. The 
estimate submitted for the deticiency in the 
pension office was $300,000 for the expenses 
of special examiners, but the committee de- 
cided that $200,000 was enough and recom- 
mended the appropriation for that amount.

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GRUVER’S HAWAIIAN FIASOO. 


Futile Efforts to Show a Missing Link in 
the Blaine-Stevens Correspondence — 
Base insinuations Against the Memory 
of the Great State Secretary~—Feeling 
Growing Against the Plot to Restore 
Queen Lil Tue Chicago Museum Wants 
the Flag Hauled Down by Blount. 

Wasnixoron, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
Since the Cleveland administration entered 
upon its conspiracy in behalf of monarchy 
there seems to be no end to its trickery. 
Blaine is dead, and when a supposed point 
can be made by an insinuation against his 
memory there is not the slightest hesitation. 
This isthe explanation of the alleged discov- 
ery about the missing link in the Hawaiian 
correspondence. After several days of innu- 
endo last night it was given ‘out that there 
might be something missing. 

These insinuations are in à line with the 
innuendoes which were given out early in the 
administration to the effect that the annexa- 
tion movement was the job of Claus Spreckels. 
While Minister Stevens’ letter is on the files 
of the department, there is absolutely no rea- 
son to believe that any reply to it was ever 
written. It was received at a time when Mr. 
Blaine was giving practically no attention, to 
the affairs of the department and when he was 
confined to his own home. It is quite possi- 
ble that the Minister’s communienation was 
brought to his personal attention because of 
the deep interest he took in Hawaii, but that 
he thought it necessary to give any instruc- 
tions in reply is more than doubtful. Yee 

Hawaii was discussed briefly at the Cabinet 
meeting today. The advice of his Cabinet 
clerks was not sought by the President. They 
were only permitted to know that the message 
and correspondence would go to the Senate and 
House at the same time. The Stute Depart- 
ment had duplicated everythmg but the Navy 
had not, and copies of the orders to naval offi- 
cers were directed to be made.

R. W. WILCOX’S REVOLUTION OF 1889. 


Historic Facts Touching Hawaii Related 
by Minister Merrill and Prof. Alexander, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 15.— Among many 

other interesting papers relating to Hawaiian 

affairs. which have not been inciuded in the 
published volumes of State Departugent cor- 
respondence, is Minister G e W. Merriil’s 

account of the Wilcox revolution of 1889, 

which sheds a light upon Mr. Stevens’ dis- 

patch of March 8, 1892, asking instructions 
in the event of a similar occurrence, to which 
dispatch it is stated no record can be found 
in the State Department of any reply having 
been made by Secretary Blaine. Mr. Merrili 

writes, under date of Honolulu, Aug. 1, 1889: 
About 6 a. m., Sept. 30, 1889, a message from 

informed me that an armed party, led 

by Mr. Wilcox, wasin possession of the palace 
grounds, and soon thereafter it was learned the 
insurgents were in charge of the building con- 
taining the government offices. soon as pos- 
sibie i had communication with Commander 

Woodward of the United States ship Adams, and 

at once all necessary proceso were made to 

land a force. if found necessary, for the prutec- 
tion of the people and property interests. 

Mr. Merrill relates, in detail, how the Brit- 
ish, Portuguese, and French commissioners 
came to the United States Legation and in- 
formed him that they had determined “ tooc- 
cupy the tops of the buildings with sharp- 
shooters for the pur of preventing the use 
of the cannon which were known to be in the 
possession of the insurgents inside the walls 
inclosing the palace grounds,“ and continues: 

At this juncture, as the report of small arms 
and cannon came from the palace grounds and 
immediate vicinity quite rapidly, I at once re- 
quested Capt. Woodward of the Adams (the same 
vessel now in Honolulu) to send to the legation a 
body of marines, which request he promptly 
complied with. After the air was over the 
members of the Cabinet and many prominent res- 
idents expressed much commendation of the 
prumpt landing of the men. 

Prof, Alexander, Surveyor-General of the 
Hawaiian Islands, who is in the city and who 
furnished Biount a political history of the isl- 
ands up to the time of the revolution of 1887, 
has written a continuations of the sketch, 
br it down to the revolution of last Jan- 
uary. fn it he states that the last three and a 
half years of Kalakaua's reign teemed with in- 
trigyes eonspiracies to restore autocratic 
rule, The first of these was headed by R. W. 
Wilcox, G. B. Wilson, and Sam No- 
lien. The revolution of 1889 was not a 
bloodless affair, as seven of Wilcox's follow 
ers were killed and about a dozen wounded. 
Prof. Alexander says: 

It was afterward known that 10,000 rounds of 
ammunition were lent from the United States 
steamship Adams to the government forces. At 
the requests of United States Minister Merrill a 
body of marines was landed and marched up to

ay.

Chicago Wants the Ensign That Was 
Hauled Down at Honolulu. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dee, 15.—[Special.]—

TO REFORM FRENCH MINING LAWS. 


Proposal Having for Its Purpose Gaining 
Justice for the Workers. 

Paris, Dec. 15.—M. Goblet introduced in 
the Chamber of Deputies today a bill reform- 
ing the mining laws, including a proposal that 
the mines be nationalized when strikes occur 
due to injustice on the part of tne companies. 
This bill, together with a proposal made by 
M. Victor Dejeante, revolutionary Socialist, 
to allot 5,000,000 frances for the sufferers by 
the strikes, was referred to a committee. 

The bill providing for the punishment of per- 


sons who illegally manufacture explosives or 


illegally havein their possession explosives 
or materials for the manufacture of explosives 
was passed without serious opposition. 

The bill granting the credit of 800,000 


francs for the police to enable them to further 
combat anarchy was adopted by a majority of 
402 votes.

Attorneys for Gaynor Send for Those of 
the Boss and Show That There Is No 
Personal Feeling in the Matter by Pro- 
posing That a Truce Be Declared Until 
the First of the Week, When Argument 
May Be Had on the Stay=All Evidence 
in the Dr. Meyer Case Is In. 

New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.|—John T. 
McKane, the dethroned king from Gravesend 
despotism, after a day and a night of anxiety 
and unceasing efforts on the part of- his coun- 
sel to exert that potent. pull of his on 
Justices of the Supreme Court, breathed 
easy late this afternoon. The ex-despot and 
his four followers, who are adjudged guilty of 
contempt by Justice Barnard, will not be im- 
prisoned in Raymond street jail before 
Monday. A respite has been given them 
| until that time through the magnanimity 
of the Justice-elect, William J. Gaynor. To 
save themselves from going to jail today Mc- 
Kane and his tools, defiant no longer, threw 


themselves on Mr, Gaynors mercy. 
Jere A. Wernberg, one of Mr. Gay- 
nor’s counsel, went to Poughkeepsie 
last night with the order of arrest 


and commitment papers for Justice Barnard 
tosign. The Justice signed them ‘early this 
morning, and Mr. Wernberg returned to 
Brooklyn at noon and filed the orders. There 
were five of them—one each for McKane, 
Justice R. V. B. Newton, Nicholas J. John- 
son, Harlan Crandall, and James N. Cropsey. 
The papers were then taken over to the Su- 
preme Court and they were entered in the 
minutes of the court and Messrs. Lamb and 
Wernberg were given the documents neces- 
sary to be placed in the hands of the Sher- 
iff for the apprehension and imprisonment 
of McKane and his gang. It all row rested 
with Mr. Gaynor. But Mr. Gaynor did not 
say the word. Instead of going to the Sher- 
iff’s office Mr. Gaynor’s lawyers sent for 
Messrs. Roderick and Troy. Mr. Roderick’s 
efforts to get a stay for McKane has brought 
him to a state bordering on nervous collapse. 
He was suspected of being about to start 
out and scour the State for a Judge who 
would grant a stay, when Mr. Gaynor’s attor- 
neys sent for him. Col. Lamb told them that 
there was no disposition to railroad Mo- 
Kane to jail and that he would with- 
hold the orders of arrest from the 
Sheriff for a reasonable time. He said he 
would be willing to retain them untii Mon- 
day and the counsel for the defense would in 
the meantime make their motion for a stay 
and itcould beargued on that stay. Me- 
Kane’s counsel accepted this. The matter 
will probably be argued before Justice Cullen. 
Chief McKane spent nearly all of today 
at his office, No. 40 Court street, where he re- 
mained for the most partin seclusion. He 
has prepared his affairs so that he can leave 
them while he is in jail. He is seeing flnan- 
cial as well as political ruin threat- 
ening him. He has dropped his libel suits, 
and would be glad to have the suits for dam- 
ages against him abandoned. These, if 
pressed and decided against him, will sweep. 
away a large portion of the fortune which he 
has built up at Gravesend, Coney Island.

Brooke opened the proceedings by a formal 
request that the jury be instructed to find the 
defendant not guilty, as there was nothing to 
show that the dead man had come to his death 
by antimonial poisoning. Baum was alive at 
the time the indictmént was drawn up, when 
Meyer was arrested and was alive now, Mr. 
Brooke contended. He said also that the re- 
quired.amount of corroboration of evidence 
of Kirfel had not been forthcoming. 

Justice Barrett said that fact had been over- 
looked. Thatthe man had died under the 
name in which he took out insurance policies 
on his lige, and added that the testimony of 
Kirfel had been corroborated sufficiently to 
be considered. Mr, Brooke then made an- 
other motion that the charge against the de- 
fendant should be changed from murder in 
the first degree to manslaughter, and that 
murder in the first degree be withdrawn. The 
court thought that far-fetched, and then Mr 
Chanler made the opening address for Meyer, 
reviewing the manner in which the identitica- 
tion had been made so far during the trial. 
Dr. John M. Byron, whose name became 
familiar during the cholera scare here about 
@year and a half ago, said he had seen a few 
cases of arsenical poisoning. The difference 
between that and dysentery was that dysentery 
caused inflammation below the point where 
inflammation would be caused by arsenical 
poisoning. The difference betweda Asiatic 
cholera and acute arsenical poisoning could be 
distinguished only by achemical examination. 
The bodies of persons poisoned with arsenic 
become mummified and putrefaction does 
not occur; that was important, of 
course, because with the body of 
Brandt there was more or less putrefaction. 
As to the hypothetical question the witness 
said if the physicians told him that antimony 
and arseriic had been introduced into the 
body before death it would change the opin- 
ion advanced by him. The second witness for 
the deferise was George Ramsey, a druggist, 
who found that the capsule which has figured 
with the case, said to be one of the same size 
which Meyer admunistered to Brandt, held 
twenty grains. Prof. Rudolph A. Withaus 
produced the sensation of the trial. He said 
it was not possible to determine whether 
poisons ina body were there before or after 
death. Then a hot debate occurred between 
counsel, the prosecution realizi the dan- 
ger of Withaus’ testimony. Withaus subse- 
quently went into the details of the statement 
made by him, but developed nothing more, 


Dr. Meyer’s record has been investigated 
by the Pinkertons. In fact, the agency’s de- 
tectives are still at work gathering evidence 
case. Supt. Frank Murray, in speak- 
ing of Dr. Meyer yesterday, said:

AMERIOAN PEDERATION. 


But in a Letter the Governor Advises 
Them to Seek in Compact Organization 
the Most Potent Element to Fight Mo- 
nopolies That Harm the Entire Public 
No Offense Intended to Mr. Swift Per- 
sonally by the Tollers=General Busi- 
ness Transacted. 

Gov. Altgeld sent the following reply yes- 
terday to the invitation extended him to ad- 
dress the American Federation of Labor: 

Kindly convey my thanks to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor for the invitation it has extend- 
ed to me and assure it of my g wishes. But 
having been absent from the capital for some 
days there is such an accumulation of important 


business there that it will be impossible for me 
to return to Chicago this week. I trust the pro- 


ings of the federation are harmonious and 
the will help to bring all people who 
toil, with their hands onto a _ higher 


ground of patriotic and intelli ent cooperation; 
onto a plane of higher independence and conse 

uently of a higher manh and womanhood. 
Woxkcinaenee must stand shoulder to shoulder. 
So long as thefe are sufficient numbers outside 
of organizations to defeat every move of their 
brethren who are organized just so long there 
will be less bread for each, and that man is not a 
true patriot who is forever trying by sophistry or 
open’ act to defeat the purpose of organized 
labor, while he does nothing to prevent the 
formation of gigantic combinations t arbitrar- 
ily control many of the necessaries of life and 
hold not only the laborer but the public in their 
power. No individual can cope with these great 
combinations, because they — neither con- 
science nor soul and care nothi for justice or 
equity. Rogrétting very much t l cannot be 
with you, I am yours, very truly,

On the assembiing of the federation yester- 
day as each delegate filed into the hall he was 
furnished by the official messenger of the 
convention with a fifty-two-page pamphlet: 

Reasons for pardoni Fielden, Neebe, and 
Schwab, by John P. Altgeld. 

No Slight to Mr. Swift. 

The question of inviting Mayor Swift to ad- 
dress the federation was disposed of without 
debate by a practically unanimous adoption 
of this resolution: 

Resolved, That this refusal to extend an in- 
vitation to Mr. Swift is not intended, nor do we 
desire it to be construed, as reflecting on either 
his personal, 3 or official character, but. 
inasmuch as this chnvention, composed of in- 
dividuals from all parts of the United States, is 
not sufficiently informed to justify unfavorable 
action, except upon grounds of exclusiofi em- 

ied in our constitution. 

T. J. Morgan said: Chicago's City Coun- 
cil appropriated $1,000 to the local Enter- 
tainment committee for the purpose of enter- 
taining the federation. Mayor Swift gave his 
personal check for the same purpose for 

250. I hear that money has been paid over. 
1 ‘want to know what has become of that 
money.“ 

W. C. Pomefoy, Secretary of the local En- 
tertainment committee said: The Council 
passed an ordinance empgwering a subcom- 
mittee to use a sum not less than 51.000 for 
this purpose. Mayor Swift did not sign that 
ordinance. He refused to do so. e gave 
his personal check for $250. Whatever of 
that money that has come to the hands of the 
committee is held by the Committee on Halls 
and Speakers, which is responsible for it to 
the Trade and Labor Asseinbly.”’ 

Further consideration of the matter was 
tabled. e 

President Cleveland Scored. 

The federation scored President Cleveland 
for his failure to pardon E. W. Clark and 
George Miller for the Jefferson Borden mu- 
tiny by the adoption of the following: 

That the obstinacy of an Executive in this in- 
stance that has made a somewhat liberal use of 
the pardpning power surpasses our comprehen- 
sion, and the fe deration promises to redouble its 
efforts to secure the pardon of these men, who 
seem to be the victims of the laws of vindictive- 
ness. 

It was decided to cancel all loans outstand- 
ing to affiliated bodies and all unpaid assess- 
ments levied prior to January last. 

The report on the Treasurer’s report set out 
that it was impossible to continue loans to 
aftiliated bodies with the present revenue, 
that they could only be met by special assess- 
ment, but that a special fund should be set 
aside for that purpose to consist of 15 per 
cent of the present monthly receipts. 

Delegates L. R. Carl, T. J. Elderkin, Martin 
Fox, F. A. Foster, and H. Armstrong were 
made a special committee on Finance and on 
the resolution as to the removal of the Manu- 
factures Building to the Lake-Front to form 
an indoor home for organized labor. 

The good roads scheme was adopted. It 
reads that inasmuch as the public roads of 
the land are in poor condition a law be en- 
acted to issue $500,000,000 of treasury notes 
to be a full legal tender of all debts, public 
and private, such money to be set apart ex- 
clusively for public roads and to go to each 
State pro rata with the number of miles of 
roads in the State and to be apportioned and 
issued at the rate of $20,000,000 a month. 
Instructions will be given to all local unions 
that they sign petitions and forward them to 
Congress in support of this bill now pending 
before that body. 

Various Resolutions Adopted. 


Resolutions were adopted against sweat- 
shops;in favor ofa homestead law for 160 
acres of land for each settler; instructing 
local unions not to patronize barber shops 
after 8 p. m., or Sundays, in the interest 
of union hours; nor to buy tacks without the 
union label; to push a boycott rgainst Meyer, 
Johnson & Co., cloaks and suits, New York, 
and the Manufacturers’ Association of Bos- 
ton, and the Grand Rapids School Furniture 
company. 

The Letter-Carriers’ Association asked the 
federation to ‘wid it in a bill now pendimg in 
Congress. The federation refused after a 
long discussion on politics, because the asso- 
ciation is not uffiliated with the federation. 

A telegram of greeting and congratulation 
was read from James O0 Connell, Grand Mas- 
ter Workman of the International Order of 
Machinists. 

While all kinds of resolutions were blowing 
in the following offered in a facetious way by 
Skeffington and signed by Weissman. Bech- 
tol, Morgan, Marden, and Smith, was of- 
fered and smothered by clivers and laughter: 

Resolved, That we declare Ireland is and shall 
be a free and independent nation from now on 
henceforth and forever. 

Several Boycotts Indorsed. 


It was decided to empower the Executive 
Council to assist financially at once the Gar- 
ment Workers in their fight with manu- 
facturers. Steps were taken to more actively 
protect the union label and to oppose prison- 
made contract labor and procure the passage 
of laws labeling er branding its products so 
union people may recognize and avoid the 
purchasing of it. Boycotts were indorsed 
against S. F. Smith & Co., boots and shoes, 
Boston. Mass., the Brunswick Balke 
Collender Billiard company, the American 
Bar Fixture company, and -these theaters: 
Columbia, Haymarket, Havlin's, and Wind- 
sor at Chicago, Havlin’s combine of theaters 
of Cincinnati, Tabor’s Grand @pera-House at 
Denver, and the B. F. Keith’s Theaters at 
Boston, at New York, at Providence, and at 
Philadelphia.

Cerporation Counsel’s Opinion on Health 
Officer’s Power in Smallpox Cases. 9 

The Corporation Counsel yesterday gave to 
the Commissioner of Health an opinion to the 
effect that the Commissioner has not the bow- 
er to force persons to be vaccinated, but he 
has the power to issue an order directing all 
persons within the city requiring vaccination 
to be vaccinated within a prescribed time, and 
if they fail to obey he may have them fined 
under the ordinances not less than $3 or more 
than 625, provided that he vaccinate at the 
expense of the city those persons who cannot 
afford to pay a physician for the service. The 
opinion also says the Commissioner has the 
right to force the removal of smallpox pa- 
tients from their own homes to the smallpox 
hospital. This power is set forth in a city or- 
dinance, 

Five cases of smallpox were discovered 
er afternoon in the building at No. 285 

orty-third street. The place is occupied by 
John O’Connell whose wife keeps several 
boarders. The patients are Lizzie O’Connell, 
5 years, Edward 8 years, and John 4 years, 
Katie Smith 20, and Orlie Farrell aged 18. 
They were removed to the smallpox hospital. 
Another suspicious case was found in 
the bridewell yesterday. Sam Jones, colored, 
who arrived in the city twelve days ago from 
Muncie, Ind., complained of feeling sick and 
the bridewell physician recognized symptoms 
of smallpox. o man was removed to the 
detention wing of the smallpox hospital.

DENIES ELGIN DAIRYMEN’S STORY. 


Chicago Preduce Exchange Ig in Favor of 
Protecting Dairy Interests. 

Members of the Produce Exchange protest 
against the assertion made by Elgin dairymen 
that Chicago’s commission merchants, show 
an indisposition toward organized opposition 
to the increased sale of butterine. R. M. 
Littler, Secretary of the Produce Exchange, 
said yesterday: This exchange has always 
been in favor of stringent laws for the pro- 
tection of dairy interests, and its members 
have contributed as much money and service 
in that direction as any other organization. 
The assertion that much money has been 
made by members ofthe exchange dealing in 
butterine is notin accord with the facts. I 
know of only one member out of 100 who 
deals in butterine. The members want no 
halfway measures in a dairy law, and desire 
both dealers and consumers of butter and 
cheese equally protected from fraud. 
Board of Directors at a recent meeting de- 
cided the time set by the Elgin people for the 
proposed convention did not admit of a hear- 
ing from all organizations and ‘parts of the 
country interested, the time being inoppor- 
tune fo obtain general attention; in view of 
the tariff question and other matters of im- 
‘portance now before Congress, The petitions 
in behalf of the dairy interests might be-pig- 
eon-holed,”’

VERDICT FOR THE OLYMPIC CLUB. 


It Wins the Suit for the Forfeiture of Its 
Charter. 


New Orveans. La., Dec, 15.—[Special.]—A 
jury in the Civil District Court this evening de- 
cided in favor of the Olympic club iu the State's 
suit for the forfeiture of the club's charter the 
ground that prize fights and not glove contests 
were conducted in its arena. The counsel for the 
State did not attach great importance to the ver- 
dict and depended upon having the question 
decided by the Supreme Court of the State. The 
matter will be taken before the higher tribunal 
without delay and for that reason few legal ques* 
tions were presented and there was no attempt 
to argue the case. The trial was interesting, 
however, and there was a large number of wit- 
nesses called upon to testify as to the question of 
brutality, the majority saying that the contegts 
were scientific and not conducive of harm to con- 
testants or spectators.

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SIMONDS IN THE CASE. 


OOURT ADMITS EVIDENCE ABOUT THE 
MYSTERIOUS OHARAOTER 


a Strong Fight Against This on the 
Ground That He Was Not One of the 
Conspirators and Had Not Been In- 
dicted=Testimony Adduced to Show 
That Simonds 
and Rented the Clark Street Flat. 

Out of sympathy for the long-suffering jury 
in the Coughlin case Judge Tuthill held but 
one session of court yesterday. The rain had 
filled the streets and covered the sidewalks 
with mud and the court thought it unneces- 
sary to ask the jury to walk to and from the 
hotel on the North Side at the noon hour. 
Accordingly court met-at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, as usual, and adjourned at 2 o’clock 
for the day. This morning a brief session 
will be held, after which an adjournment will 
be taken to Monday morning. 

The feature of yesterday’s proceedings 
was the effort made by the defense to exclude 
all testimony having any connection with the 
mysterious J. B. Simonds. The defense 
maintained that all testimony regarding 
Simonds was irrelevant and inadmissible be- 
cause he was not one of the conspirators. At- 
torney Donahue attempted to prove that 
Simonds could not be regarded as a con- 
spirator because he had not been indicted. 
The attorney argued he could not be included 
in the list of conspirators mentioned as un- 
known because, in fact, he was known as J. 
B. Simonds. The defense held that the grand 
jury knew him by that name, as it was pre- 
pared to prove this by the State’s witnesses. 
With this knowledge, argued the defense, the 
grand jury should have mentioned his name 
ifany charge was to be preferred against 
him. On these grounds Attorney Donahue 
asked to have the testimony rejected. 

His argument went for naught. 

The court, realizing that the point at issue 
was one of the most important in all the evi- 
dence by which the prosecution hopes to win 
its case, decided to allow the evidence to go 
in. Judge Tuthill admitted that the grand 
jury knew the man gave his name as Simonds. 
He did not believe, however, this fact pre- 
vented them from understanding this was not 
bis real name and that his real name was un- 
known. Since it was within the knowledge 
of the court that the grand jury had good 
reason to suppose the name Simonds was as- 
sumed, he held the construction placed upon 
the grand jury’s action by the defense was not 
correct. Accordingly the motion for the re- 
jection of the evidence was overruled. The 
court allowed an exception to stand, in case 
the matter should ever go up to the Supreme 
court. * 

Subsequently witnesses were put on the 
stand to prove that Simonds rented 
quarters at No. 117 Clark street and that he 
bought the furniture, which was first taken 
to that number and afterwards removed to the 
Carlson cottage. Nothing which was not 
proven on the first trial was developed. 

Considerable interest has develo in the 
constant presence at the trial of Mrs, W. F. Bow- 
man of Keysville, N. I. Mrs. Bowman, who is a 
slender woman of perhaps 40 years, hardly 
has missed a session of court since the trial 
began. She always is well dressed and is, 
apparently, a woman of more than ordinary 
intelligence. She sits at the tabie with the 
reporters and watches every development in 
the case with the keenest attention. She pro- 
fesses to have no personal interest at stake 
and saysher regular attendance is due to the 
fact that she has become fascinated with the 
dramatic features of Dr. Cronin’s assassina- 
tion. She has called upon most of the people 
connected with the trial and is apparently 
busy gathering as much information as pos- 
sible about both Dr. Cronin and the man who 
is on trial charged with his murder. 

Testimony today will follow the same lines 
as did that of yesterday. — the wit- 
nesses who will appear are James M. Marshall 
of the firm of Knight & Marshall, Aaron 
Goldman, the agent who went to collect rent;

ADMITS EVIDENCE ABOUT SIMONDS, 


The Court Rules in Favor of the Prosecu- 
tion in the Coughlin Case, 

The examination of ex-Officer John Way 
was continued yesterday morning in the 
Coughlin case. Attorney Wing put the wit- 
ness througha long cross-examination, but 
did not succeed in gaining any advantage. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Bottum 
called Edward G. Throckmorton as the next 
witness, but before the first question had 
been put Attorney Donahoe asked that the 
jury be excuséd, as he desired to make and 
argué a motion which it would not be proper 
for it tohear. The jury accordingly retired 
and Mr. Donahoe continued : 


The point that I shall u upon your Honor 
this morning was not urged on the former trial, 
either in the lower court or in the Supreme 
Court. The point is this: The indictment, as 

our Honor knows, charges Martin Burke, John 

° Bones Denke — Patrick O'Sullivan. 
Frank . Woodruff, Patrick Cooney, John 
Kunze, and divers other persons to the grand 
jurors unknown with conspiring, etc. Now, this 
young man will testify and the other witnesses 
that they expect to produce this morn from 
the furniture house of A. H. Revell & Co. will 
testify that a man by the name of J. B. Simonds 
bought furniture at Revell’s ‘store; 
that that same „ B. Simonds rented a 
flat at No. 117 South Clark street.

Simonds. The theory of the prosecution in this 
case is that J. B. Simonds is a conspirator.

Mr. Donahoe—I contend that if there is one 
man on this earth that they cannot introduce any 
evidence tending to show his conduct or language 
in this case that man is J. B. Simonds, whoever 
he is. If he is aconspirator at all he is a known 
conspirator, and they did not charge him with 
being a conspirator in this indictment. 

The Court—His name is mentioned in the in- 
dictment, is it not? 

Grand Jury Knew It. 


Mr. Donahoe—No; if it was the point would 
not be worth a cent. Now, his name was not un- 
known to the grand jurors. There isn’t any 
doubt about that. I talked this morning with 
Mr. Hatfield, who sold this man the furniture, 
and he told me that he toldthe grand jury this 
man’s name.

TERMS OF THE REUNION OF FORESTERS, 


They Are Practically Decided Upon at the 
Palmer House Conference. , 

The union of the Illinois High {Court of 
Foresters with the Supreme Court was prac- 
tically concluded yesterday, and to the Secre- 
tary of the joint conference, Will Fitzpatrick 
of the Illinois branch, was left the elabora- 
tion of details. At a final meeting of the con- 
ference at the Palmer House this morning 
these details will be passed upon. The union 
is dependent upon the action of a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the IIli- 
nois High Court to be held next week. That 
the board will accept the union goes for 
granted, said Mr. Fitzpatrick last evening, 
for a majority of the board constituged our 
Committee on Conference. The union will 
then go into effect at once.” 

The following are the general terms of the 
union as agreed on by the conference: 

First—That the two great branches of the In- 
dependent Order of Foresters, known as the High 
Court of the Independent Order of Foresters of 
the State of Lilinois and the Supreme Court, In- 
dependent Order of Foresters, be amalgamated 
on conditions as follows: : 

Second—That the amalgamated organization 
retain the r ot both. 

Third— That members in Standing in 
either branch shall be permitted to join the other 
as beneficiary members upon passing the Medical 
Board of the branch to which they apply and 
paying the registration fee or first assessment, as 

case m ‘ 

Fourth—That the two High Courts of Illinois 
be consolidated and the consolidated High Court 
be entitled to its proper representation, as pro- 
vided for High Courts in the constitution of the 
Supreme Court, I, O. F., and that the consoli- 
dated High Court be authorized to elect its rep- 
resentatives to the Supreme Court session to be 
held in London, Eng., in 1895. The courts 
under the jurisdiction of the AM Court of the 
State of Illinois be placed under the jurisdiction 
and protection of any High Court within the 
State where said subordinate court may be sit- 
uated. That the insurance now held by each 


branch be upheld and supported as far as i- 
. rties and that 
all litigation be withdrawn. 


Fifth—That the 2 Court furnish free of 
cost a complete set of supplies to any subordi- 
nate court of the High Court of the State of IIli- 
nois asking for and agreeing use the same, 
which heretofore has not been using the orm 
work of the Supreme Court, 

Sixth—That a committee of five be appointed 
by each branch to.act as a joint committee to 
carry out the details as above set forth. 


ROOMS FOR THE UNITED STATES COURTS. 


They May Be Located in the Masonic Tem- 
ple or Monadnock Building. 

United States Marshai Hitchcock has re- 
ceived propositions from six down-town office 
buildings to rent room for the United States 
Courts, whose removal from the old Federal 
Building was ordered some time ago by the 
authorities at Washington. Yesterday these 
propositions were opened in Mr. Hitchcock’s 
office and examined by Judge Grosscup and 
District Attorney Milchrist. The buildings 
which offer accommodations to the courts are 
the Masonic Temple, Monadnock at Jackson 
and Dearborn streets, the Old Colony at Dear- 
born and Van Buren, the T. M. C. A. Building 
on La Salle street, the New York Life at Monroe 
and La Salle, and the Woman's Temple. All 
the offers were accom panied -by 2 showing 
the location of the rooms. Marshal Hitchcock 
said the offers were all reasonable. The Ma- 
sonic Temple offers all of the fourth and fifth 
floors and will arrange for three commodious 
court-rooms. The Monadnock offers the 
third, fourth, and fifth floors and has rooms 
which can be converted into suitable cvuurt- 
rooms, but Mr. Hitchcock thought the loca- 
tion of the State’s-Attorneys, Marshals, and 
other officers was not so favorable asin the 
Masonic Temple.

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WITNESSES FOR THE DEFENSE IN THE 
PRENDERGAST CASE. 


Brother Adjator of the De La Salle Instituto 
Testifies to a Form of Prayer Sent Him 
by the Defendant, Claiming It Had 
Originated in the Second Century and 

4 Had Been Revealed to Him — His 
Speeches and Actions at the Single Tax 
Clab. 


Prendergast’s case made some progress yes- 
terday. In epite of the protests of the little 
assassin that he is sane, his attorneys produced 
a large number of witnesses who testified to 
their belief in his insanity. The murderer of 
Mayor Harrison wore a tired air all day, and 
only once or twice did he stir from an abjec 
attitude. On one occasion he wanted to pro- 
test that a witness was not telling the truth, 
but was suppressed by Mr. Wade, who told 
him to keep quiet, and once or twice Prender- 
gast smiled, but he made no attempt to at- 
tract attention, 

It was a queer combingtion of witnesses that 
the defense marshaled to the assistance of its 
cause, composed of men who knew the pris- 
oncer and including men of the church, pro- 
fessional and business world. According to 
announcement made at the time of adjourn- 
ment Thursday the jury, prisoner, and court 
officials assembled at the County Building 
yesterday morning, where the announcement 
was made that owing to the postponement of 
the execution of Painter the trial would 
proceed in the old room over 
on the North Side. The crowd 
started over the river in a drenching rain- 
storm, the jury hurrying along under um- 
brellas and wrapped in raincoats. Judge 
Brentano, after falling on the sidewalk and 
fracturing a few of the ribs of his umbrella 
and nearly breaking some of his own, took a 
cable car. Only the prisoner and his escort 
of bailiffs made the trip in a carriage. This 
distinction was not on account of solicitude 
for Prendergast’s comfort, but for fear that 
if he was walked along the street in the vi- 
cinity of the City Hall some friend of the 
man he killed might incitea movement that 
would throw the jury out of a job. He was 
guarded on the trip Sy Bailiffs Carlohan, Car. 
ney, and Dunn, and although there were no 
rumors of violence it was thought best to 
avoid parading the prisoner. 


Brother Adjutor Testifies, 


First to take the witness stand for the de- 
fense was Brother Adjutor ot the De La Salle 
Instityte, Thirty-fifth street and Wabash ave- 
nue. His story was in substance that he had 
known the prisoner as a school boy, at which 
time he did not consider him as bemg bright. 
He seemed to suffer from physical trouble 
and was possessed of a morose disposition. 
Five years ago Brother Adjutor received a let- 
ter signed A Former Pupil.” This was a 
peculiar communication, in which the writer 
told of a certain prayer first made public by a 
saint of the second century and said to have 
been transmitted to this saint from the Virgin 
Mary and long sinc» neglected and forgotten 
until reveal to the writer. The form of 
this prayer was given, and the writer claimed 
for it that when delivered to the Omnipotent 
Being forgiveness of sins would be given to the 
supplicant. This declaration was so weird 
that the brother was impressed by it, although 
he said the form of the prayer was such 
that no Christian could believe in it, as it 
seemed fo set aside the power of God and re- 
gard it as subservient to the will of the patron 
saint of those who used this prayer. 

Two or three years later the brother re- 
ceived another communication in the same 
handwriting as the mysterious prayer. This 
urged upon him the necessity of teaching in 
his school the doctrines held by Henry 
George and indorsed by Father McGlynn on 
the subject of single taxation. The writer 
seemed to hold that these doctrines should 
be taught as being paramount in importance 
to all other educational work,

“A Tennessee J udge.” 

In his novel, A Tennessee Judge (Laird 
& Les) Opie Read gives his admirers a com- 
panion volume to that clever provincial char- 
acter sketch, “A Kentucky Colonel.“ Like 
the former this bit of genre is drawn in char- 
coal with a few bold and sweeping stroker, 
making it a contrast to the stories of Eastern 
etchers like James, Howells, and the rest. Mr. 
Read is more of a story-teller than he is an 
artist, and he is more of a man than he is 
either. There is more of human nature than 
of constructive art in his books, and more of 
character than of plot or action. He has at 
once a Northern brain and a South- 
ern heart; and he is therefore unique 
in interpreting certain phases of the 
conservative South to the progressive North. 
In A Tennessee Judge he takes a Chica- 


goan from the hurly-burly of city life and 


places him on a seedy plantation in the South, 
where he meets certain eccentric personages 
who are barnacles on the ship of the State. 
The sojourner is not a typical Chicagoan—else 
he never would have gone South in search of 
rest and change of scene—but he has the Chi- 
cago understanding, with wider sympathies 
n Chicago alone could give him.

„% Russia and Turkey in the Nineteenth 
Century, by Elizabeth Wormley Latimer, is 
a companion book to France in the Nine- 
teenth Century.“ by the same author. The 
last-named work met with favor and there is 
reason to surmise that the present book will 
be considered a valuable addition to histori- 
ography of these two countries. The author, 
dropping the so-called solid style which dis- 
tinguishes the average historical work, 
sketches in a light and highly entertaining 
way the chief events in the reigns of the mon- 


archs who have sat on the thrones of 
the two countries in the last 
ninety years. Her story is told as

— to those features which most interest read - 
ers and without too much attention to philo- 
sophical deductions. The career, character, 
and the singular death of Gen. Skobeloff, Rus- 
sia’s famous White General in the last 
war with Turkey, the assassination of Alex- 
ander II., and the Anarchist ‘plots which 
culminated in that murder, are all told with 
a copiousness of detail, yet without the intro- 
duction of unimportant matter. Considerable 
material has been drawn from foreign publi- 
cations, yet the bulk of the information is com- 
paratively new to the great majority of Amer- 
ican readers. A chapter is devoted to Si- 
beria; the persecution of the Jews is de- 
scribed, and the essential points of the east- 
ern question so far as Roumania and Servia 
are concerned are given. The book contains 
many illustrations, and is handsomely bound 
in cloth stamped with the Russian eagle in 
gold, (A. C. McClurg & Co.)

„Essays of Arthur Schopenhauer 10 a 
volume of articles select and translated 


from the author’s writmgs by T. Bailey 
Saunders, M. A., of New York. Schopen- 
hauer Was born in 1778 and died in 1860. 
He was an idealist and held that the thing 
in itself is the universal will, or the prin- 
ciple or element of uneasiness or desire for 
change, which in man ts unhappiness in pres- 
ent conditions reaching out for relief. Hence 
he infers that pleasure is nothing else but the 
negative of pain or the absence of some 
passing distress. He seems to infer, also, that 
there is necessarily more pain than pleasure 
in the world; and accordingly he is deemed 
a pessimist. He naturally favored Bud- 
dhism rather than Christianity unless the 
latter were held only witha view to the pres- 
ent life, eliminating the view of personal im- 
mortality, which like the Buddhist he regard - 
ed as an illusion, or at least an impossible 
assumption. It was a matter of course that 
such a philosophy found but few adherents. 
Schopenhauer lived and died the best illustra- 
tion of his philosophy. The essays in the 
volume before us present the author's gloomy 
views of man’s existence and his answer to 
the question: Is life worth living? (New 
York: A. L. Burt.) 

‘Genetic Philosophy,“ by David J. Hill of 
Rochester, N. V., is a discriminatmg work 
written by a supporter of the evolution theory 
who antagonizes the schemes of Herbert 
Spencer and many others and endeavors to 
establish counter positions. He seems to be 
more successful in controverting the theories 
of others than in the advocacy of his own. 
The author in pursuance of his purpose con- 
siders the genesis or origin of matter, of 
life, of consciousness, of feeling, of thought, 
of will, of art, of morality, of religion, of 
science. The theories of the writer in regard 
to consciousness, morality, though open to 
criticism, are worthy of serious attention and 
study. The book as a whole will awaken 
special interest among evolutionists, while it 
will confirm many who resist thedoctrine of 
evolution in their former position.

WHEXE MAYOR SWIFT STANDS. 

Mayor Swift says that he is in favor of pro- 
tection, local and national. He isin favor of 
protecting the home of the Chicago working- 
man by means of municipal and national 
agencies. He believes in an efficient police 
force whose members, not being occupied in 
political work, will have time to protect the 
lives and the property of eitisens to protect 
women from insults and men from assaults. 

He is in favor of protecting human life and 
limb by making grade crossings safe. He is 
in favor of protecting the health of the people 
by the strict enforcement of sanitary regula- 
tions.. He is in favor of the protection of the 
City Treasury from stuffed pay-rolls, which 
are one of the favorite Democratic devices for 
plundering the taxpayers. 

Mr. Hopkins says he is in favor of most of 
these protective measures. He may or may 
not be. No one can tell, for he has never 
been. tried. Those remarkable qualities which 
Mr. MacVeagh and others say he possesses 
never have been discerned by the people and 
for that reason, perhaps, they never have 
honored him with their confidence, So Mr, 
Hopkins’ ante-election pledges cannot count 
for much. They may be meant seriously or 
they may be intended merely to catch ‘he 
voters. Politicians as well as lovers are noted 
for their false oaths. 

With Mr. Swift it is different. That which 
he says he will do if elected he is doing now 
to the extent of his ability while temporary 
incumbent of the office. He has given evi- 
dence that he is in earnest and that the princi- 
ples he professes are those which he is living 
up to now and will adhere to if elected. That 
there will be local protection if Mr. Swift is 
Mayor cannot be disputed. 

Mayor Swift is also’ in favor of protection 
as a national policy.

WANTED<—A BUSINESS CITY ADMINIS- 
TRATION, 

The one argument which should appeal with 
convincing force.to the voters of Chicago in 
this campaign is that George B. Swift pos. 
sesses the business qualifications and experi- 
ence to fill the office of Mayor and adminis- 
ter it for the best interests of Chicago, and 
that John P. Hopkins does not possess them, 
A fitting comparison may be found in the 
conduct of private business. Would any 
merchant intrust the conduct of his business to 
a young man who had had no experience and 
who knew nothing of the details of the busi- 
ness in question? On the other hand, in 
searching for a manager would he not select a 
man who had had experience, who was ac- 
quainted with all the details, who had quali- 
fied himself by active participation, and who 
had proved himself fitted for the position by 
his works? 

The first and last duty of the Mayor of Chi- 
cago is to take charge of the business of the 
city and administer it in the interest of the 
taxpayers. No other duty can take precedence 
of this. For this duty Acting Mayor Swift is 
eminently qualified. He knows the character 
and details of every department of the 
city’s business. How well he knows it 
is shown by the manner in which 
he has discharged loafers and bummers in 
various departments who were drawing pay 
from the city and doing no work, and by the 
activity with which he has purged the pay- 
rolls and stricken off the names of ward 
heelers who were simply tax-eaters, He has 
had long and valuable experience in the Coun- 
cil and in*he department service of the city. 
He knows at once what is required of his sub- 
ordinates, and he knows at once whether they 
are coming up to the requirements. He is an 
untiring worker himself and he will have none 
but workers under him. They will earn their 
wages and the city business will be performed 
with all the prom ptness and thoroughness de- 
manded in the conduct of private business or 
he will know the reason why. The experi- 
ence of the last few weeks has demonstrated 
his eminent capacity for the position. Not in 
years has the municipal business been man- 
aged with the activity, economy, and firat- 
class business success which have been shown 
since the death of the late Mayor. If Mr. 
Swift be elected that will be the outcome of 
affairs to the end of the Mayoralty term. 

Mr. Hopkins on the other hand is a very 
young man. This of itself is not an objection,

Having no knowledge of the city business, 
and making no pretensions to any, the 
question naturally arises why he wants to be 
Mayor. That easily can be answered. It is

Though a Mayor is to be chosen only for a 


part of a term these spoile Democrats are ten 
times more in earnest now than they were 
when Mayor Harrison ran last April.

FOOD AAD 2 EXCHANGE FOR 
0 
The Central Relief committee, organized to 


deal with the question of local destitution, 


makes the following announcement: 

In dispensing food and lodging through any 
agencies now existing or that may hereafter be 
created, the money’ furnished by the central 
bureau will not be used except under the condi- 
tion that able-bodied men receiving food and 
lodging shall render the equivalent for it in work, 
and with that end in view work for those who are 
willing and able to perform it will be provided 
by the street cleaning bureaus in cleaning the 
streets and other agencies indicating a desire to 
furnish employment through this bureau. 

This is the only policy to pursue. A devia. 
tion from it would make the work of the com- 
mittee worse than useless. To the man who 
says that he is destitute because he cannot 
find work, but who refuses labor when of- 
fered him, should be given neither the food 
nor the shelter which the citizens are going to 
tax themselves to provide. Food and shelter 
are for those who give evidence by using a 
shovel or whatever tool may be put into their 
hands that they are truly workingmen and not 
tram ps. 

The news has gone forth that this city is 
furnishing bed and board to all who say they 
are destitute. As an inevitable consequence 
the tramps are coming in on every train and 
the police will be unable to keep them out. 
They have been instructed to watch the in- 
coming trains and turn back undesirable vis- 
itors. Even if the police were strung along 
the city boundary these fellows would run the 
guard to get to the sandwiches and coffee they 
have heard are being distributed. 

These men will not give work in exchange 
for food. They will not handle the pick and 
the shovel for eight hours or one hour. They 
prefer to spend the day ina barrel-house, It 
is apparent that of those who are being given 
relief at this moment some are undeserving. 
The number of lodgers in the cheap lodging. 
houses has fallen off. If private or public 
charity furnishes a bed, a bummer will spend 
for liquor the 10 cents he would have to pay 
for one, The number of persons who go to a 
North Side charity and saw woc for meal and 
bed tickets has decreased, while it ought to 
have been very much greater than usual. 
The men who have the contracts for pulling 
down the buildings on the Midway Plaisance 
say that they have found it impossible to get 
some of the destitute to work for them at 
wages which, though small, would have sup- 
ported the receivers. 

Therefore, if “the equivalent in work for 
the food and shelter furnished is insisted on, 
the undeserving will be separated from the 
deserving, and those who should be cared for 
will be looked after. If this is not done that

THE DUTY OF CONGRESS AS TO HAWAII. 

It is conceded generally that the diplomacy 
of the administration in the Hawaiian affair 
has been a costly and stupid blunder, begin- 
ning with audacious disregard of the rights of 
Congress and ending in humiliating defeat. 
Never before in the history of the diplomacy 
of this country has an effort been made to 
turn a revolution backward, ahd to reverse a 
revolution from barbarism up to civilization 
back to barbarism again. It has ended as 
might have been expected, in utter failure. 
It deserved to end that way, humillating 
though it must be to Democratic diplomacy. 

Starting with the proposition of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State to restore the 
Queen and the dispatch of the paramount 
Commissioner Blount, upon whose arrival it 
was anticipated the provisional government 
would disappoar, these diplomatic bunglers 
found that the Queen could not be restored 
without force and did not want the throne un- 
less she could be kept there by the United 
States, and that the provisional government 
had came to stay and could only be removed 
by an actof war. They have found further 
that Minister Willis cannet carry out their in- 
structions, which were based upon Blount’s 
ex · parte report, that the provisional govern- 
ment knows the sentiment of the people of

TRYING TO ORGANIZE A CHICAGO TAM- 
MANY. 

For many years the dishonest, immoral ele- 
ments of the Chicago Democracy have viewed 
Tammany Hall with envious admiration. 
They saw an erganization of robbers and 
boodlers which held imperial sway over a 
great city, which filled its offices, plundered 
its revenues, and despoiled its citizens. They 
saw this organization selecting Congressmen 
as well as city officers, directing the Legisla- 
ture to pass laws which gave it more opportu- 
nities for robbery, and deciding by means of 
its election frauds the Presidential vote of the 
greatest State in the Union, They saw ite 
leaders amassing immense fortunes in a few 
years and well-paid places with little work 
provided for the rank and file. 

During the administration of the weak and 
easily controlled Cregier the leaders of the 
worst part of the Democracy made progress 
in the formation of an organization which was 
to be for Chicago what Tammany is for New 
York. Before the machine was perfected and 
in complete working order there came the 
Mayoralty election of 1891. The reélection 
of Cregier. which would have handed over the 
city for two years more to the Chicago Tam- 
manyites, was prevented by the bolt of Carter 
Harrison, who was strong enough to divide 
the Democracy and smash the Cregier ma- 
chine. The Republicans secured control of 
the municipal government for the ensuing 
two years and the organizers of the new Tam- 
many were deprived of their base of opera- 
tions and their food supplies. 

While Mayor Harrison lived and ruled his 
party little was done to rebuild the structure 
which had been pulled down by the defeat of 
Cregier. The men who had bossed Cregier 
could not boss Mr. Harrison. He was the au- 
tocrat and they had to knuckle down to him. 
While he was quite willing to use the offices to 
help the Democratic party or to promote his 
own political ambitions he never would have 
allowed them to be used to build up an organ- 
ization formed for purposes of plunder. 

His death, therefore, was not quite unwel-

If 
the charitable organizations through which 
it intends to act will adhere to the principle 
set forth in the above quotation those who 
are entitled to aid will get it, and the impos- 
tors will be driven off. 


VOORHEES’ SILVER FOLLY. 

Senator Voorhees has introduced a bill to 
provide for the coining of the silver seignior- 
age now in the Ndtional Treasury and for the 
coinagé of $2,000,000 in silver each month 
alter the seigniorage process is finished. The 
first part of his pet measure is to put silver 
into a fiat fund and the second to reénact the 
old Bland law. If adopted it will be a greater 
menace to the integrity of the currency than 
was the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law, which was repealed at the beginning of 
November. It would put the country face to 
face with a calaraity threatened in the past, 
and destroy the home and foreign confidence 
which was fostered by the attitude of the gov- 
ernment at the close of the special session of 
Congress. For these reasons it is wholly im- 
probable that the Voorhees bill will becom a 
law. 

It is intimated that this ‘measure has been 
prepared on lines favored by the administra- 
tion, Secretary Carlisle being anxious to use 
the money to be coined from the seigniorage 
in meeting the current deficit. It is said to 
be in line with promises made by him to give 
„ liberal legislation to the silver extremists 
if they would consent to the repeal of the 
purchasing clause in the Sherman law. But 
those men did not earn any such considera- 
tion, as they stood out to the latest possible 
moment against repeal, and the measure 


draws mighty little oil and mighty big pay.“

NISHED OHICAGO BREAD. 


Police Devising Means of Preventing an 
Increase of Suffering—Plienty of street 
Work for the Unemployed, but No 
Money with Which to Pay Them Even 
a Pittance—Boys Separated from Their 
Older Companions in Misery=Big Prep- 
arations for Systematic Work, 


Chief Brennan and the five Inspectors of 
Police had a long discussion yesterday morn- 
ing of the problem of keeping any others of 
the dependent class from entering the city. 
The Chief said it was imperative that some 
measures to that end should be adopted and 
called for an interchange of views among 
the inspectors. They agreed that it will be 
difficult to prevent men from entering the 
city, although it was admit that if these 
men have no visible means of support they 
may be arrested under the vagrancy act, It 
was determined that the plan of keeping men 
of this class from entering should be tried 
and the inspectors were given instructions to 
detail officers to watch at the city limits all 
incoming freight trains and to stop all per- 
sons who might be found stealing o ride on 
them. These men were to be.questioned, and 
if they could not demonstrate that they had 
means of support they were to be turned hack 
in the direction whence they came. In the 
afternoon the Chief put this agreement in the 
form of a written general order to inspectors 
and it was sent to them last night. 


Legal Difficulties in the Way. 


The legal question involved is a knotty one. 
To prove a man a vagrant it must be shown 
that he has been loitering about for a certain 
length of time, andsuch evidence could — 
be given of a man Who had been stopped o 
trying to enter the city. It is thought, 2 
ever, the poor law may cover the question. 
The Chief thinks some steps should be taken 
immediately by the Relief committees to get 
men out of town who have homes elsewhere. 
The Chief knows of at least 100 men who 
have homes outside the city where they could 
find support if they could once reach them. 
The number of dependents is certainly in- 
creasing. Thursday night, when all outside 
places were crowded, about 600 men came 
to the City Hall for a bed on the stone floor 
of the corridor. Friday night the number 
had increased to 676, and this too in face of 
the fact that new lodging places are being 
opened and filled every night. 

The City Can Give Work to Idle Men. 


If it is desired to. find work for the unem- 
pores § the city can furnish any amount of it. 

upt. McCarthy of the Street Department 
says he can use 5,000 men until spring. He 
would put them to work cleaning ditches in 
the outlying wards that the surface drainage 
may not be stopped. He says there is the 
greatest need of this work, but he has only 
enough city money to keep afew at it. The 
men now working at this for the city are 4 
ting $1.50 per day. Supt. Welles of the 
reau of Street and Alley Cleaning says he — 
work 5,000 men on the streets until spring if 
he is only given the money at the rate 
of $1 per day for each man, He 
has not a sufficent num ber of 
brooms for so many, but says they could be 
advanced tothe workers, to pe paid for out 
of their receipts. He is sadly in need of men. 
Supt. Cheney of the Sewer partmeat also 
needs a number of men. Yesterday he had 
his entire force out opening catch-basins to 
allow the flow of the 8 rain and the 
melted snow and ice water. ven then they 
could not answer the demands made upon 
them and many persons complained of flood- 
ed basements. He could use500 men on 
this work to advantage.

of physicians to vaccinate all the sleepers in 
one night. This is deemed necessary to pre- 
vent the spread of smallpox. 


GETTING THEIR BEARINGS. 


Members of the Central Relief Associa- 
tion Prepare for Systematic Work. 

The members of the Executive committee 
of the Central Relief Association, by which 
name the Central Relief committee will be 
known hereafter, to prevent confusion, met 
at 3:30 p. m. yesterday in the Rookery Build- 
ing. The Chairman of the Executive commit- 
tee was authorized to publish a statement 
that ali churches of any creed and all charita- 
ble societies or associations be urged to put 
themselves into prompt communication with 
the association. The circular also saysit is 
important that all churches or organizations 
now conducting the free lodging and eating- 
houses should also communicate their loca- 
tion, capacity, and methods of work. It is 
essential that the committee should have this 
information as to the work being done in 
order that a proper degree of thoroughness 
may be reached and a basis of codperation 
established. 

Communications were read from churches 
dispensing relief offering their codperation 
with the Central Relief Association. Already 
some of the churches have banded themselves 
together for the purpose of 3 caring 
for certain specified districts. —— 
of the city for the purpose of ascertaining al 
cases of want will be given more attention 
when the returns covering the work that is 
already in hand are received.. 

A meeting of the Finance committee was 
called for today to systemize the work of 
raising funds, for which there is most press- 
ing need, and the Chairman of the Executive 
committee was requested to officially inform 
the citizens of Chicago that the charitable or- 
ganizations are totally inadequate to cope 
with the present emergency unless large sums 
of money are contributed to their treasuries. 

The problem of dealing with the unem- 
ployed single men was given due considera- 
tion. A communication bearing on the sub- 
ject from the Brotherhood Employment Bu- 
reau at No. 37 Michigan street was read. It 
stated that this organization had already ar- 
ranged with the City Bureau of Street Clean- 
ing to furnish supper, bed, and breakfast in 
exchange fora reasonabie amount of work 
done by single unemployed men on the streets 
and alleys. This plan it is thought is likely 
to be adopted ona larger scale. The com- 
mittee on storage and sapplies at No. 82 
Market street reported the receipt of liberal 
donations and also that the Chicago Gaslight 
and Coke noe ge, has agreed to furnish gas 
free and that the Chicago Telephone company 
has also given the free use of a long distance 
telephone. The next meeting of the Executive 
committee will be held in m 1015 Rook- 
ery Buildmg Monday afternoon at 3:30 
o’ clock.

Three of the boys, Chicago orphans, ex- 
pressed a willingness to go to the Glenwood 
school and yesterday Officer West made ap- 
plication in the County Court for the power 
of guardianship.

OENTRAL TRAFFIO ASSOOIATION 
LINES TO RESTORE TARIFFS. 


The Advanced Rates Go Into Effect Jan. 1, 
1894, and to Be Firmly Maintained= 
Kansas Jury Gives a Verdict Against 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Road 
in the Cattle Fever Cases—Formal 
Transfer of Denver and Gulf, to Se 
Made Monday. | 

The talk about renewed trouble between the 
roads in the Central Traffic Association is de- 
clared to be utterly groundless by Commis- 
sioner Blanchard. The reason an additional 
reduction-in rates on dairy products was an- 
nounced yesterday, he says, is not due to any 
new complications, but to the fact that the 
discovery was made that one road had several 
days ago put in effect the reduced rates which 
could not be advanced at once, and conse- 
quently the other roads could do nothing 
else than to make the same rates. These 
rates, however, he says, will only be in effect 
until Jan. 1. Commissioner Blanchard ex- 
presses his full confidence that all rates will 
be restored to regular tariff Jan. 1 and that 
rates will be firmly maintained thereafter. 
Of course much depends upon what the 
joint meeting of the managers of 
Trunk Line and Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads will do at their meet- 
ing in New York. But there seems 
to be a desire on the part of all the roads to 
stop the demoralization in rates, as many of 
them would be forced into bankruptcy if this 
sort of thing was kept upall winter. They 
may not be able to form a pool, which many 
of the roads would like to see done, but it is 
quite probable that percentages will be al- 
lotted to the various roads, and if any of the 
roads fall behind their allotted percentage 
they will be allowed to makea reduced rate 
until they have secured their proper propor- 
tion. 

So fully convinced are the Chicago east- 
bound roads that rates will be restored to reg- 
ular tariff Jan. 1, 1894, that the Chicago 
committee of the Central Traffic Association 
met at retary Woffindin’s office in the 
Monadnock Building yesterda 2 and 
checked up rates on all articles o in ef- 
fect J an. 1, as decided by the na Man- 
agers’ meeting last Wednesday. Notices to 
shippers were also drawn up informi them 
that all roads in the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion, includmg the Chicago and Erie, would 
advance rates to regular tariff Jan. 1 next.

Appearance in Public at a Church En- 
tertalnment- How She Delighted Her 
Instructors Heart with Her Success. 


Adelina Patti first sang in public when only 
13 years of age. It was at an entertainment 
given on June 19, 1858, for the benefit of the 
Uatholic church in Mount Vernon, N. I. 
Mount Vernon then was a new and sparsely 
settled suburban village fourteen miles from 
the metropolis. It is now a city with a popu- 
lation of over 16.000. The Patti family lived 
inalarge brick mansion in the environs. 
They were in good circumstances and main- 
tained a very comfortable, unostentatious es- 
tablishment, hu ving horses and carriages and 
a retinue of servants. The location was near 
the New Haven and the Harlem railroads, 
and the house and grounds until recently were 
in full view of passing trains. The property 
is now occupied by the family of the editor of 
a prominent German newspaper published in 
the metropolis. 

Patti yet clings with fondness to the remi- 
niscences of her girlhood years and whenever 
in the city she invariably takes an excursion 
drive up the boulevard to review the old 
homestead and call upon some of her old- 
time friends. This custom was repeated on 
her last visit to New York, but the old house 
itself and more especially its surroundings 
have undergone so many changes that she 
said that she would never care to go again. 
What were formerly open fields and pleasant 
groves are covered by city streets, lots, and 
numerous buildings. The old landmarks are 
almost obliterated. She sighed as she said to 
one of her former playmates who still lives 
in South Mount Vernon: 0, changes, 
changes; all changed and all the dear old 
scenes have passed away. I,shal] not wish to 
see it any more.“ 

Calling on Old Friends, 

Patti made two brief calls on old school- 
mates, one of whom has for years beena 
cripple, suffering at times the acutest tor- 
ments of a peculiar chronic spinal disease, 
says the Boston Herald. Her moderate in- 
come is insufficient to secure more than ordi- 
nary medical service, but Patti has not only 
furnished her with the means to command 
the efforts of the most eminent specialists in 
this country, but desires every possibility for 


further relief to be exhausted at her expense. 
Adelina, with her sister Carlotta, attended 


than a mile distant from their home. In 
Scharf's History of Westchester County ” 
reference is made -to the fact that in 1858 
complaints were made to school trustees by 
several persons that the piano in the school- 
house was monopolized by, “a little Italian 
girl,” who at every available oppor- 
tunity played and sang, to the ex- 
clusion o other pupils. This was 
Adelina, whose genuine inborn passion for 
music eagerly sought development and 
progress, paramount to all other considera- 
tions, and on all ible occasions. Mme. La 
Rue, one of Patti’s former classmates, tells 
many interesting facts gnd incidents that 
never have been published, She says: 

“The Patti girls were nice in every way. 
Some thought that Carlotta had the softest, 
sweetest voice, but for rich, full, round tones, 
compass and power, Adelina was then, as she 
is now, superb, Even in those days all of us 
school children, and, in fact, everybody who 
heard her, recognized her remarkable gift of 
voice. But none of us ever dreamed that she 
would attain her present eminence as the 
acknowledged queen of song.”’ 

“That Little Italian Girl,” 

The school children were accustomed to 
— of her as the little Italian girl.“ Al. 
though she did not like it she manifested no 
resentment, But one day some of the boys 
annoyed her greatly by repeating, mockingly, 
the words: Patty-cake, patty-cake, baker’s 
man,“ ete. Under any circumstances she 
seemed to have an aversion to boys, but on 
that occasion she was tried beyond endurance. 
Suddenly, whirling about, she confronted 
them with the fierceness of a tigress. She 
fairly quivered with rage as she poured forth 
a terrific invective in pure Italian. The 
English language probably was not strong 
enough. 

Patti was rather short:in stature and ath- 
letic. She delighted in outdoor exercise, and 
was expert in running, jumping, swimming, 
and even climbing, yet was ever decorous, 
graceful, and modest. On one occasion she 
was a lifesaver. On a bright, crisp, cool 
Saturday morning in October she accompa- 
nied a bevy of school girls on a nutting ex- 
cursion to a strip of forest known as The 
Cedars, situated on the Schieflelin estate at 
the edge of Eastchester village. Through 
this woodland extends a rocky ravine, along 
the bottom of which courses a little brook. 
At one point there is as wild. weird, and un- 
canny a retreat as can be found this side of 
the Rocky Mountains, the forest being so 
dense as to effectualiy exclude the sunlight at 
all times, and even at néon the surroundi 
are almost grewsome in their gloominess. it 
is called The Devil's Glen.“ 

The ravine at this point widens, and in its 
central chasm is a huge oval basin containing 
water said to be over forty feetin depth. It 
is bordered on three sides by precipitous walls 
of rock. rising from ten to fifteeu feet above 
the inky-hued surface, and is known as The 
Devil's Pool.“ The party paused here awhile, 
and viewed the quaint, queer, romantic 
scenery. Some of them found amusement 
by pitching large stones into the murky water 
and listening to the resounding echoes of the 
splashes. ; 
Rescued Her Piaymate. 

While thus engaged one of the girls slipped 
and fell into the pool. What had been a scene 
of merry frolic instantly changed into one of 
panic and horror. One of the party fainted 
and the others frantically ran to and fro, 
wringing their hands and crying piteously. 

Patti alone retained presence of mind, and 
urged some of the girls to run quickly for 
help. Then leaping from rock to rock until 
she came to the lowest end of the gorge, with- 
out a moment of hesitation she sprang into 
the water and swam out to the half-submerged 
and struggling girl, who had fortunately 
—— and clung to the brittle branch of an 
overhanging tree. Patti succeeded in sup- 
porting her half-crazed playmate, and swam 
with her to a floating log near by, where the 
two rested. After quieting and reassuring her 
companion with words of encouragement, 
Patti succeeded in paddling the log along to 
the lower end of the pool. But they were 
still helpless, as their clothing was weighted 
with its saturation, and their bodies 
were chilled almost to numbness, It 
was more than half an hour that they ciung to 
that cold, slimy log, before assistance came 
from the adjacent farm houses to rescue them 
from their perilous position. During all this 
terrible experience Patti’s courageous de- 
meanor was unfaltering, and by cheering 
words she inspired her companion with the 
hope and strength that saved her from perish- 
ing. The girl whom she then rescued is now 
the wife of Judge Farby of New Orleans. 


Patti’e First Public Appearance.
